REASONS FOR ALLOWANCE 

The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: 
Claims 1 and 19 include the limitations of a toothbrush comprising a cam with a closed 
loop cam track having an inner and outer wall, a control member with a slot, a pivot member 
with a hole and a drive shaft. The drive end of the drive shaft is freely mounted and received 
within the cam track. Also, the longitudinal axis of the drive shaft is different from and at an 
angle to the cam axis of rotation. The closest prior art reference of Flatt (USPN 302965 1) 
teaches a toothbrush with a drive shaft having a longitudinal axis coaxially aligned with the 
longitudinal axis of the cam axis of rotation. Thus the drive shaft and the cam axis of rotation 
fail to have different longitudinal axes. Further the drive end of the drive shaft is not directly 
received within the cam. Instead it is mounted to the cam by means of a separate link (29) that is 
not in longitudinal alignment with the drive shaft. Further the link (29) could not be considered 
the drive shaft since the drive shaft is required to extend through the control slot and through the 
hole in the pivot member as claimed. Therefore, Flatt fails to teach all the elements of the 
claimed invention and it would not have been obvious to modify the reference to achieve the 
claimed invention since there is no teaching, motivation or suggestion to do so. Thus the 
applicants invention is free from the prior art.
